Louts I’hlllppe couseiitoil to the requesl ninth to 
hiH own iliscredlt, but evea moro to tiio shame of 
A lexander von Humboldt, wbu assfste I lu the iiege- 
ttatioiiH. ami Ur.

Dr. Karl Marx, the great chief of the Inter­ 
national, is dead, as may be seen by our cable 
news from Europe. 
This event will be both a 
cause of grief to the society in which he was 
so prominent and of rejoicing to the monarchs, 
rulers and aristocracies of Europe. 
H e was 
an able m an and a g reat organizer, and hU 
death will be felt by the Internationals; but 
his work will live after him, for he has done 
m ore than any other m an to give shape and 
power to the associations of the working 
classes In Europe. 
Still bis death will not 
break up the International. 
Theoretic and 
im practicable as may be some of the views of 
this organization, it is based on a principle 
th at cannot be ignored in this enlightened and 
progressive age. 
It springs from the neces­ 
sity that is felt everyw here of enfranchising 
the working people, of alleviating their con­ 
dition, and of giving them a more equitable 
proportion of the product of their labor. 
The 
magnetic telegraph, rapid communication by 
railroads, steam power, the astonishing inven- 
tions of the time, with the press and other 
enlightening and quickening influences of the 
age, are elevating the m asses, and teaching 
them (0 aspire to a better condition. 
These 
movements have led to the creation of the 
International—to the organization and affilia­ 
tion of-BOcieties in all the civilized countries of 
the world, and aggregating millions of men, for 
a common object. 
London appears to be the centre of this 
numerous and powerful organization. 
This is 
natural, for not only is the capital of G reat 
Britain the most populous city la the world, 
but there the people have the greatest liberty 
of speech and action. 
London, too. Is the city 
of refuge for all proscribed revolutionists, poli­ 
ticians and political w riters. 
It is the cal­ 
dron in which the advanced ideas of Europo 
are constantly fermenting. 
P aris is another 
centre, and in some respects a more active 
one than London. 
A t least the International 
was seen more active there oí late than else- 
where. 
This arose, probably, from the extra­ 
ordinary state of things into which that cily 
was thrown by the war and the revolution that 
followed. 
There is no doubt that it affiliated 
with, if It did not control, the Commune in 
the desperate struggle the latter made with 
the Thiers government. 
But it Is evident the 
International has its ramlllcations in all the 
large cities of Europo as well as in the towns 
and rural districts. 
It has connections even 
in the United States, where there is less need 
for them than in any other part of the world. 
The conservativo or reactionary press of 
Etuope is endeavoring to create alarm of this 
formidable society, and is calling earnestly 
upon the governm ents to crush it. The govem - 
m*nts, privileged clnssas and oapltaHsls are in 
dread, and would willingly seize it by the throat 
If they dare and knew how to do so.

The International is the embrdi- 
racnt of the ravolutlon which underlies all the 
governm ents and society of Europe—the po­ 
litical, social and moral earthquake that has 
b en breaking out and continues to break out 
in one spot or another as the elem ents prove 
favorable. 
The radicals of England, (he ultra 
republicans and socialists of France, the Car­ 
bonari of 1‘aly, the Fenians of Ireland, the 
republicans of Sp.tin and Germany, m^ny of 
the m cst extensive workingmen's associations 
in all parts of the world, the revolutionary so­ 
ciety 
of 
Russia, 
the 
women’s 
rig.'its 
societies and nearly all revolutionary move­ 
ments of (he lim e, are connected, directly or 
indirectly, with the International. 
Though 
(he International may act independently of 
some of these and be a distinct organization, 
they all are in sympathy one with the other. 
It is very well to talk about crushing the 
International, but not so easy to do so. 
The 
attem pt might set Europe In a blaze of revo­ 
lution. 
It might overturn the m onarchies and 
inaugurate a reign of horrors m ore appU ling 
than those in Paris lately or of the first 
French R vo'utiou. 
Ideas and the aspirations 
of the masses, in this age, cannot be crushed 
ont under the tread of colossal armies or by 
the repressive, reactionary measures of gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Adm itting that the character, object and 
conduct of the International have been mis­ 
represented to some extent by the govern­ 
ments of Europe, their agents and a reaction­ 
ary p ress; that the International has been 
blackened by the advocates of despotism for 
political effect—we cannot close our eyes to 
the fact that this society holds some theories 
that may prove dangerous to order, progress 
and the rights of property. 
The dogmas of 
socialism and communism, which some of 
the 
Internationals, 
at 
least, 
hold, 
could 
not advance the cause of civilization. 
The at­ 
tempt to enforce them would prove as disas­ 
trous as monarchical or m ilitary desi>otism, 
and would break up the whole framework of 
cirilized society. 
Is there no middle course, 
then, between the Imjiractlcable theories of a 


they would then be able to get through legis- 
lation all the reforms that might prove practi­ 
cable and for the well-being of society. 
They 
would, by pursuing such a course, bring to 
their support a large class of the community 
which is now alarm ed at their dogmas and 
projects, and which resists their claims. 
If 
they were to adopt this line of conduct, and 
the sUtesm en of Europe who are at the helm 
of afl'aira would promptly concede the reforms 
needed and demanded, a terrible conflict 
might be avoided, liberty and progress might 
bo advanced, and, in the end, republican 
equality be established. 
One of the first steps 
in 
attaining 
these 
objects 
would 
bo 
to 
educate the people. 
The priests of all de­ 
nominations, instead of upholding despotio 
governments and keeping the people In igno­ 
rance, as they are too much disposed to do 
now, should be the friends and instructors of 
the poor. 
They drive the people to iufldelity 
by neglecting them and sustaining their op­ 
pressors. 
If a bloody conflict and anarchy 
should come they will ba mostly to blame. 
The masses of mankind In civilized countries 
at the present day are enlightened enough to 
realize their condition and to know their rights; 
and they will bo emancipated at any cost. 
Political inequality, oppression and starvation 
they Yvlll not endure. 
The sooner govern­ 
ments understand this the bettor. 
The pro­ 
gressive spirit of the age can no more be 
quenched than can the light of the sun extin­ 
guished,

The Pittsburg Post, in behalf of the demo­ 
cratic party, brings out General McClellan as 
an available man. 
The misfortune of General 
McClellan, however—which, we think, settles 
the case against him—is th at he has been tried 
in a race over the Presidential course, in 
which he was signally defeated. 
The prestige 
of defeat will not do. 
No man thinks of try­ 
ing H oratio Seym our again because of his de­ 
cisive defeat in 1868; and yet it was not more 
decisive than that of G eneral McClellan in 
18G4. 
No, neither McClellan nor Seymour, 
nor any of the democratic old stagers of 1864 
or 1868, will answer for 1872—such as Pendió- 
ton, Hendricks, English, Parker, Packer and 
Andy Johnson. 
They belong (0 an epoch that 
is past, and their wholo record is identified 
with dead issues. 
The proper Presidential ticket for the demo­ 
cratic party on their new departure is that of 
Chief Justice Chase and General Hancock—the 
distinguished financier of the war for the 
Union, and the gallant and popular Union 
soldier whose services in the field, especially 
in the grand campaign into and from the Wilder­ 
ness, can never be forgotten.

It is Impossible not to see in the dlstiirbancei 
which have lately occurred In Irefnnd something 
m ore than the outbreak of transient popular 
passion. 
For some time Eaglish statesmen 
and publicists have been busily engaged con­ 
vincing the world that all the oppressions and 
grievances of which Irishm en complained in 
the past had been removed. 
But in spite of 
the assurances of English officials the tem per 
of the Irish people tow ards E a;ian d seems 
dally to become more hostile and the desire 
for separation more pronounced. 
W hatever 
the cause or the effect of the late colll- 
sloDs with the Dublin police, there can be no 
mistaking the determined spirit of resistance 
to English power which they evince. 
That 
the struggle in the streets of Dublin did not 
take greater proportions nor end with any 
known loss of Ufa is duo to the extraordinary 
forbearance of the authorities in not calling 
out the m ilitary, and to the want of arms oa 
the part of 
the 
people. 
No doubt the 
slowness 
of 
the 
authorities 
in 
Dablin 
Castle 
to 
employ 
the 
soldiery 
was 
dictated by prudential reasons, as a m assacre 
In the streets of an unarm ed crowd would only 
serve to further em bitter the Irish mind and 
perhaps lead to deplorable conflicts all over 
the country. 
Accustomed to judge the depth and reality 
of the sentiment of Irish nationality by the 
conduct of oertalu Fenian leaders in this coun­ 
try, the American p?opIe have not fully recog­ 
nized the intensity of the desire in Ireland for 
self-goverament. 
M isrepresented by the all- 
powerful EngUsh press, the real sentim ents ot 
the Irish people were unknowa until the Irish 
republican movement, which culmlnatod ia the 
abortive attem pt at insurrection in 1867, re­ 
vealed the true state of popular feeling. 
Feeble and badly organized as was the insur­ 
rection on the 7th of March, 1867, it proved 
the readiness with which thousands of men in 
all parts of the country were ready to risk 
their Uvea for the overthrow of English power. 
W ant of arm s and the absence of competent 
leaders prevented the Insurrection of 1867 
from taking dangerous proportions; but the 
English government, in spite of its assurances 
to the contrary, were frightened at the danger 
they had escaped. 
Though the results of the last Irish move­ 
ment, in a m ilitary point of view, were unim ­ 
portant, its political effects were very great. 
The fall of the alien Church establishm ent and 
changes iu the land laws, that bad been per­ 
sistently and scornfully refused to the peaceful 
demands of the Irish people, were hastily 
granted to the meu who had burned powder 
and sullenly announced their intention to burn 
more unless their demands were acceded to. 
Even the concessions offered by tha EngUsh 
Tarliament were rejected as insuffioicnt, and 
the demand was then publicly m ade that E ng­ 
land s’nould prove the reality of her desire to 
conciliate Ireland by releasing the political 
prisoners. 
It had been adm itted by Mr. Glad­ 
stone, in the House of Commons, that had it not 
been for the action of the Irish uational party 
and the anxiety of the English people to atoid 
a civil war the passage of tho Church and 
Land bills would have been impossible. 
Dis- 
raeii, m oia place in m e mouse, had de­ 
clared 
that 
tho oppressions 
suffered 
by 
the Irish people more than justified rebel­ 
lion. 
In 
presence 
of 
this 
tcslimony 
the people demanded that the political prison­ 
ers, who had only done their duly in endeavor­ 
ing to redress the wrongs of their country, 
should be released, as a pledge that hence­ 
forth Ireland should be governed according to 
the will of her people. 
The answer was a refusal, and a threatening 
howl from the English press, which elicited a 
prompt dcflaoca from the Irish masses. 
The 
secret revolutionary organization known as 
the I. R. B. was supposed to have been com­ 
pletely crushed by the failure of the 
1867 
movement, and the announcem ent was more 
than once trium phantly made by H er Britan­ 
nic M ajesty’s M inisters that “ Fenianlsm ’’—by 
which foreign term was m eant the organized 
Irish na'.lonal movement—was dead. 
It was, 
therefore, with considerable surprise and un­ 
easiness that the governm ent saw the amnesty 
movement organized, and hundreds of thou­ 
sands 
of 
stalw art men assembled at the 
bidding of a few leaders without name or 
position. 
Evidences of general organization 
proved that the revolutionary body was not by 
any means dead, and that it was controlled 
by a power which kept Itself carefully from 
the public view. 
As, however, the language of 
all these vast assemblages was respectful, 
though firm, they afforded no ground for 
coinplalnt, and the governm ent took the oppor­ 
tunity in a short time after to release a large 
number of the political prisoners. 
Unfor­ 
tunately, the resolution to continue the punish­ 
ment of a part of the prisoners, while the ac­ 
knowledged chiefs of the conspiracy were set 
at liberty, destroyed all sense of gratitude in 
the popular mind, and the present troubles 
have grown out of the resolution of the people 
to insist on the release of the rem aining 
prisoners. 
It is evident, from the temper shown by the 
people, that England must make up her mind 
to graut such large and liberal concessions as 
shall satisfy (he Irish people. 
Things cannot 
remain as they are, with a nation in a state of 
chronic rebellion, without eventually leading 
to formidable civil war. 
We do not see what 
England has to gain in a struggle with Ire­ 
land, and there are many reasons why it 
would bo her interest to avoid civil strife, by 
restoring to the Irish people their independent 
Tarllaraenl, of which they were deprived, in 
breach of a most solemn compact, by treachery, 
force and fraud. 
Among the nationalists there ia a large and 
influontial class who strongly deprecate hav­ 
ing recourse to physical force unless all other 
means fail; but, owing to tho little attention 
paid to Irish demands in the English T arlia­ 
ment this peace parly exercises but little In­ 
fluence over the masses. 
If England were 
wise she would see that her true interest lies 
in encouraging the repeal movement and pre- 
paring to make the beat possible term s with 
the Irish nation. 
I d these days it is no longer 
possible to suppress opinions with bayonets, 
and every year seems to add intensity to the 
natural desire of the Irish people for self-gov­ 
ernment. 
England has so long tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to crush out the spirit of nationality 
In Ireland by force that she ought to be con­ 
vinced that she can never succeed. 
True statesm anship would point to an al- 
ll(\nco of tho two people, based upon mutua»

M anufactuiers are only authorized to sell tobacco lu 
full packages, put up as prescribed lu section sixty- 
two and stamoed as required by section sixty- 
seven. Peddlers employed by manufacturers to sell 
tlieir goods nave no r ght in this respect which their 
principals, the m anufacturers, have not, and there­ 
fore such petldlers can only sell in original and un­ 
broken packages, and dealers become liable if they 
retail manufactured tobacco otherwise man from 
original and stamped package*.

Or. Karl >farx. 


Dr. Karl Marx, who was confessedly the leader 


of the International Society, and whose deatll in 
London is announced this morning, "was known to 
tne American people entirely through the medium 
of the HSKALD. Karly in August we printed an In- 
terview with him by one or our correspondents, m 
which lie explained at great length what tue Inter- 
national 13 and what it is not, and gave his ideas of 
property, taking the ground tnat capital is only 
another form of labor, and mn*t go down. His 
opinion of the Commune and Communists and ins 
views or society in England, Russia and America

even the HEKALD has printed m a long time. 
Bat in addition to all this we published yesterday a 
complete biography of the man, telling the story of 
his life witn the rnlnutiD required m the case of 
really great men who suddenly spring into notice 
as tne lead Ing spirit or such important movements 
as that represented by tne International Society. 
Thus our readers have already been fully informed 
of all the antecedents and opinions ol this man, so 
much feared and wielding such a wonderful power 
up to the very last moment of his life. 


The name of Karl Marx does not appear in any 


of the collections of biogiaphical sketches of emi- 
nent living men, and yet the nibtory of his life, as the 
HERALD has already told it, gives him a claim upon 
the attention of mankind more important in every 
way than the biographies of most of the personages 
whose lives find a place in the Dtcti&naire contetnr 
poratres. He was born m rrevea in 1818, and 
studied law in Bonn and Berlin, but soon turned lug 
attention to pniiosopny, and afterwards to politics 
and political economy. In leu he tooK his professor- 
ship (Pruo-'aocent) at Bonn, and became m the lol- 
lowingyear tne editor of the Rheintsche zeitungot 
Cologne, the first paper openly opposed to the gov- 
ernment of Prussia. In spite of a double censor- 
ship instituted over the paper Karl Marx managed 
to say enough to win the sympathies of all the libe- 
rals, nntil 
then 
afraid to ntter a single syl- 


lable 
of 
opposition, 
and 
tne 
government 


suppressed the paper by an 
act 
of 
force. 
Jjr.Marx went men for safety to Paris, where he 
edited with Dr. Ainold Ruge (the German transla- 
tor of H. T. Buckle's work, and now also an old emi- 
grant of London,, the />cw't67ie-2Vrtnzu«(sc7i^ Jet/ij- 
t)uc/ier, of which, however, only t\v o volumes had 
been puohsned, it being lound Impossible to intro- 
duce them across the Irontier into Germany. 
Tne writings of JJr. Marx, even at this early day 
gave great umbrage to the Prussian Government, 
and, not content with keeping all his utterances from 
being heard In Germany, he was smeied out as a 
mark for the petty persecution Of kings. His writ- 
ings both In his paper at Cologne and in the Jaftr~ 
toucher -were so unpalatable mat the Prnssian gov- 
ernment addressed an urgent demand to Louts 
Philippe lor bis expulsion from French, temtory. 
Louis Philippe consented to the request ranch to 
his own discredit, bnt even more to the shame of 
Alexander yon HumboUt, who assisted in the nego- 
tiations, and Dr. Marx n as lorced to remove to Bel- 
gium, where he lived till 184S as a contributor to the 
German zettung of Brussels. 
The February revolution having cnanged for a 
time tne state of political atlairs, Marx was again at 
liberty to go to Paris, and subsequently to Cojogne, 
wnere he started the iWu-j Rhetru^Jie Z^itung. jBn- 
joying then absolute liberty of tne press, the papes 
created soon a sensation, cnieny by its bold defence 
of the insurgents of June, 1843. In .May ol the next 
year, however, when the insurrection broKe out In 
Saxony, lihemish Prussia, Westpha'la ana South 
Germany, the new paper was again suppressed, and 
Dr. Marx, expelled once more from Germany, went 
again to Paris, where he turned out to be jnst as 
unlucky, for the French anthontiesproposed to him 
tne alternative either of being ntterne or of leaving 
French soil at once. He selected the second-, went 
to London, and resumed there the publication of 
the same A'eue athemische Zeilung in monthly parts 
up to 1851, when the progress of the reactionary 
spirit became sutUciently strong not onlv to prohibit 
tne importation of tne publication, but to proscribe 
even ttip name of Its editor. 
Dr. Marx lived twenty-two years In London, and 
died, we belie\ e, in his neat little villa at JUaitland 
ParK, where he spent so many hours in perfect- 
ing nls great conception of the International 
Society. But, busy as he always was with his In 
trigues in behalf or the working population or 
Europe, he never relaxed the ardor of his studies in 
philosophy and political economy. After the death 
ol his own journal he sctll continued «o write for 
the newspapers, and was tne author or many impor- 
tant articles relating to European politics,. His time 
wasso fully occupied, however, that he was aole to 
do less work witn his pen cnan would nave been the 
case if he had not taken s^ch an active personal 
interest in the movements of the day. From year 
to vear he watched wirn the deepest concern the 
growth of all the societies wnlm were oiganized on 
the Continent as well as in England. 
The trades 
unions formed a bubject or his particular attention 
up to Ife6^, wnen tne first idea or lorminK an inter- 
national society seems to have been conceived. 
Having realized it in 1864, Marx gave It bo mucn of 
his time that ap to his dcailv he had not brouent 
out the second volume ot nls moat important work, 
"Das Kapital, KntiK der Politischen OcKonomie," a 
book which Is considered by many people as tne 
most valuable contubution made to the science of 
political economv since the days of Ricardo. 
'Ine esteem in which tnlb work was held by Dr. 
Marx may be understood Irom the fact that when 
the HEKALD correspondent .asKed him what were 
the fundamental principles or the International, he 
reierred to the uoolc as tne best exposition of its 
alms-and objects. 
"\\e may remark, by tne way, 
that the work is already ti anslated into Russian, 
although not into French or kuglish. OI his otner 
works, -Her Achtzenntc Brutnaire dcs Louis Bona- 
parte" was first published m America m 1!>52, and 
was only reprinted in Germany In 1870. Dr. Marx 
wrote with great felicity iu Geiinan, French and 
jhngiian. 
concerning his private lire, one thine only is to be 
added here—tnat he was tne lather of two grown, 
up and highly accomplished daughters and the 
cood natured husband ol a lady who courageously 
shared all tne dangers ol Ins political lile. 
The extreme activity of his lire may be judged 
liotn the act that from the draft of the nrat procla- 
mation of tli'e society and of Its statutes (28th »ep- 
tember, 1861) up to the smallest details of the pres- 
ent activity of the association, everything that was 
done by the International was, so far as leadership 
is concerned, acco npilshed by this man. Our cor- 
respondent lound him busny engaged receiving and 
assisting escaped Communists who round then way 
to London, and as most of them were destitute this 
was a severe tat on his purse as well ns his time. 
He was a man ot means and lived in great comfort 
and happiness. His death will be a se'cieblow to 
the society ol which he w is the founder, and mav 
even lead to its dissolution.

Dr. Karl Marx, the great chief of the Inter- 


national, is dead, as may be seen by our cable 
news from Europe. This eveut will be both a 
cause of grief to the society in which he was 
so prominent and of rejoicing to the monarchs, 
rulers and aristocracies of Europe. He was 
an able man and a great organizer, and his 
death will be felt by the Internationals; but 
his work will live after him, for he has done 
more than any other man to give shape and 
power to the associations of the working 
be advanced, and, 


classes in Europe. 
Still his death will not 


break up the International. 
Theoretic and 


impracticable as may be some of the views of 
this organization, it is based on a principle 
that cannot be ignored in this enlightened and 
progressive age. It springs from the neces- 
sity that is felt everywhere of enfranchising 
the working people, of alleviating their con- 
dition, and of giving them a more equitable 
proportion of the product of their labor. 
The 


magnetic telegraph, rapid communication by 
railroads, steam power, the astonishing inven- 
tions of the time, with the press and other • 
enlightening and quickening influences of the 
age, are elevating the masses, and teaching 
them to aspire to a better condition. 
These 


movements have led to the creation of the 
International—to the organization and affilia- 
tion of societies in all the civilized countries of 
the world, and aggregating millions of men, for 
a common object. 


London appears to be the centre of this 


numerous and powerful organization. This is 
natural, for not only is the capital of Great 
Britain the most popnlons city in the world, 
but there the people have the greatest liberty 
of speech and action. London, too, is the city 
of refuge for all proscribed revolutionists, poli- 
ticians and political writers. It is the cal- 
dron in which the advanced ideas of Europe 
are constantly fermenting. Paris is another 
centre, and in some respects a more active 
one than London. At least the International 
was seen more active there of late than else- 
where. 
This arose, probably, from the extra- 


ordinary state of things into which that city 
was thrown by the war and the revolution that 
followed. 
There is no doubt that it affiliated 


with, if it did not control, the Commune in 
the desperate struggle the latter made with 
the' Thiers government. 
But it is evident the 


International has its ramifications in all the 
large cities of Europe as well as in the towns 
and rural districts. It has connections even 
in the United States, where there is less need 
for them than in any other part of the world. 


The conservative or reactionary press of 


Europe is endeavoring to create alarm of this 
formidable society, and is calling earnestly 
upon the governments to crush it. The govern- 
ments, privileged classes and capitalists are in 
dread, and would willingly seize it by the throat 
if they dare and knew how to do so. 
But 


they are afraid to enter upon the strug- 
gle. 
To 
them 
the 
International 
is 


a monstrous spectre, visible everywhere, 
but intangible, and moving as irresistibly as 
the winds or currents of the ocean, Is it not 
the avenging Nemesis which has grown out of 
modern civilizatiori'to punish the oppression.

The International is the embodi- 
ment of the revolution which underlies all tbe 
governments and society of Europe—the po- 
litical, social and moral earthquake that has 
b?en breaking out and continues to break out 
in one spot or another as the elements prove 
favorable. 
The radicals of England, the ultra 


republicans and socialists of France, the Car- 
bonari of Italy, the Fenians of Ireland, the 
republicans of Spain and Germany, miny of 
the most extensive workingmen's associations 
in all parts of the world, the revolutionary so- 
ciety 
of 
Russia, 
the 
women's 
rights 


societies and nearly all revolutionary move- 
ments of the time, are connected, directly or 
indirectly, with the International. 
Though 


the International may act independently of 
some of these and be a distinct organization, 
they all are in sympathy oue with the other. 
It is very well to talk about crushing the 
International, but not so easy to do so. The 
attempt might set Europe in a blaze of revo- 
lution. It might overturn the monarchies and 
inaugurate a reign of horrors more anpnlling 
than those in Paris lately or of the first 
French R -volution. Ideas and the aspirations 
of tht- masses, in this age, cannot be crashed 
out under the trsad of colossal armies or by 
the repressive, reactionary measures of gov- 
ernment. 


Admitting that the character, object and 


conduct of the International have been mis- 
represented to some extent by the govern- 
ments of Europe, their agents and a reaction- 
ary press; that the International has been 
blackened by the advocates of despotism for 
political eflrtcl—we cannot close our eyes to 
the fact that this society holds some theories 
that may prove dangerous to order, progress 
and the rights of property. 
The dogmas of 


socialism and communism, whicb some of 
the Internationals, 
at least, 
hold, could 


not advanct- the cause of civilization. 
The at 


tempt to enforce them would prove as disas- 
trous as monarchical or military despotism, 
and would break up the whole framework of 
civilized society. 
Is there no middle course, 


then, between the impracticable theories of a 
large number of the European revolutionists 
and absolutism or class government? Let us 
hope such a course may be found. 
A terrible 


conflict appears to be imminent, when the pro- 
phetic words of the great Napoleon, that 
Europe would become either republican or 
Cossack, may be fulfilled. 
And unless the 


statesmen and governments of Europe make 
timely concessions and wisely guide the revo- 
lution, cither anarchy may reign or liberty be 
destroyed. 
It seems to us that Europe is 


marching toward republicanism; but if this 
should be resisted it I'oMrancc by the so-called 
conservatives and reactionary governments, a 
ropublic very different to ours, republics that 
would lead to destruction and horrors and 
those based on socialism, might bo inaugu- 
rated. 


To escape this dilemma the Internationals 


and all the republicans of Europe should drop 
their socialist and communist theories, should 
nndnr no circumstances be destructives, and 
Should confine themselves to political objects 
only. 
Ry obtaining political rights and rqual- 


i itv. as we have them in tho United States. 


they would then be able to get through legis 
lation all the reforms that might prove practi 
cable and for the well-being of society. They 
would, by pursuing such a course, bring t 
their support a large class of the community 
which is now alarmed at their dogmas and 
projects, and which resists their claims. I 
they were to adopt this line of conduct, anc. 
the statesmen of Europe who are at the helm 
of affairs would promptly concede the reforms 
needed and demanded, a terrible conflic' 
might be avoided, liberty and progress migh 


the end, republican 


equality be established. One of the first steps 
in attaining these objects 
would be to 


educate the people. 
The priests of all de- 


nominations, instead of upholding despotic 
governments and keeping the people in igno 
ranee, as they are too much disposed to do 
now, should be the friends and instructors of 
the poor. They drive the people to infidelity 
by neglecting them and sustaining their op- 
pressors. If a bloody conflict and anarchy 
should come they will be mostly to blame. 
The masses of mankind in civilized countries 
at the present day are enlightened enough to 
realize their condition and to know their rights; 
and they will be emancipated at aay cost. 
Political inequality, oppression and starvation 
they will not endure. 
The sooner govern- 


ments understand this the better. The pro-

Misrepresented by the all- 


powerfnl English press, the real sentiments of 
the Irish people were unknown until the Irish 
republican movement, which culminated iu the 
abortive attempt at insurrection in 18G7, re- 
vealed the true state of popular feeling. 
Feeble and badly organized as was the insur- 
rection on the 7th of March, 18G7, it proved 
the readiness with which thousands of men in 
all parts of the country were ready to risk 
their lives'for the overthrow of English power. 
Want of arms and the absence of competent 
leaders prevented the insurrection of 1SC7 
from taking dangerous proportions; bnt the 
Eaglisli government, in spite of its assurances 
to the contrary, were frightened at the danger 
they had escaped. 


Though the results of the last. Irish move- 


ment, in a military point of view, were unim- 
portant, its political effects were very great. 
The fall of the alien Church establishment and 
changes in the land laws, that had been per- 
sistently and scornfully refused to the peaceful 
demands of the Irish people, were hastily 
granted to the men who had burned powder 
and sullenly announced their intention to burn 
more unless their demands were acceded to. 


Even the concessions offered by tho English 


Parliament were rejected aa insufficient, and 
the demand was then publicly made that Eng- 
land should prove the reality of her desire to 
conciliate Ireland by releasing the political 
prisoners. It had been adtnittea by Mr.JJUd- 
stone, in the House of Commbns/thafhad itnot 
been, for the action of the Irish national party 
and the anxiety of the English people to avoid 
a civil war the passage of the Church and 
Land bills would have been impossible. Dis- 
raeli, in hia place in the House, had de- 
clared that 
the oppressions 
suffered 
by 


the Irish people more than justified rebel- 
lion. 
In 
presence 
of 
this 
testimony 


the people demanded that the political prison- 
ers, who had only done their duty in endeavor- 
ing to redress the wrongs of their country, 
should be released, as a pledge that hence- 
forth Ireland should be governed according to 
the will of her people. 


The answer was a refusal, and a threatening 


howl from the English press, which elicited a 
prompt defiance from the Irish masses. 
The 


secret revolutionary organization known as 
the I. R. B. was supposed to have been com- 
pletely crushed by the failure of the 
3SG7 


movement, and the announcement was more 
than once triumphantly made by Her Britan- 
nic Majesty's Ministers that ."Fenianism'1—by 
which foreign term was meant the organized 
Irish national movement—was dead. It was, 
therefore, with considerable surprise and un- 
easiness that the government saw the amnesty 
movement organized, and hundreds of thou- 
sands of stalwart men assembled at the 
bidding of a few leaders without name or 
position. Evidences of general organization 
proved that the revolutionary body was not by 
any means dead, and that it was controlled 
by a power which kept itself carefully from 
the public view. As, however, the language of 
all these vast assemblages was respectful, 
though firm, they afforded no ground for 
complaint, and the government look the oppor- 
tunity in a short time after to release a large 
number of the political prisoners.

to formidable civil war. 
We do not sec what 


England bus to gain in a struggle with Ire- 
land, and there are many reasons why it 
would be her interest to avoid civil strife, by 
restoring to the Irish people their independent 
Parliament, of which they were deprived, in 
breach of a most, solemn compact, by treachery, 
force and fraud. 


Among the nationalists there is a large and 


influential class who strongly deprecate hav- 
ing recourse to physical force unless all other 
means fail; but, owing to the little attention 
paid to Irish demands in the English Parlia- 
ment this peace party exercises but little in- 
fluence over the masses. If England were 
wise she would see that her true interest lies 
in encouraging the repeal movement and pre- 
paring to make the best possible terms with 
the Irish nation. In these days it is no longer 
poasible to suppress opinions with bayonets, 
and every year seems to add intensity to the 
natural desire of the Irish people for self-gov- 
ernment. England has so long tried unsuc- 
cessfully to crush out the spirit of nationality 
in Ireland by force that she ought to be con- 
vinced that she can never succeed.

attention to her army. The British govern- 
ment is eternally pottering with the army and 
navy—particularly with the navy; and yet, 
when a great crisis arises in which the army 
or navy is needed or expected to be needed, 
it is invariably found that the army and navy- 
are not ready for immediate action. It has 
always been so in the past. 
The Gladstone 


government is determined, so far as it is con- 
cerned, that it shall not bs so in the future. 
And so Mr. Cardwell's Army Reform bill has 
been hurried through the Commons and forced 
through the Lords—the lattfi^by the aid of a 
royal warrant; and now that purchase in the 
British _army has been abolished, and that 
merit is to hava a fair show, Mr. Cardwell is" 
giving the soldiers some little practical exer- 
cise.
